Local Witnesses 
To Attend 
Convention 

Mr. W. L. Krish, presiding minis¬ 
ter of the local congregation of Je¬ 
hovah’s Witnesses, announced to¬ 
day, June 27th, that the Coleman 
congregation of Jehovah’s Witnes¬ 
ses has been invited to attend a 
four-day convention to be held at 
the Edmonton Gardens and Sales 
Pavilion, Edmonton, Alberta, July 
28-31.

Socialism Costs 
Money 

A friend of mine told me the 
other day that I waste my time 
writing about socialism. 

"Socialism cannot exist for very 
long,” said he. "Little by little, the 
people begin to see that socialism 
is expensive. When payments for 
social services start to really pinch, 
they will come to realize that a dol¬ 
lar sent to Ottawa comes back bad¬ 
ly shrunk. The day is getting closer 
vhen politicians will hesitate to 
promise more socialist schemes be¬ 
cause the voters are getting wise to 
the fact that they must be paid for.” 

He may be right. 

However, governments — all gov¬ 
ernments — are inclined to hide 
the cost of social services. They take 
the money out of the good old Gen¬ 
eral Fund. The people don’t know 
what they are paying for — they 
only know they don’t have much 
money of their own left for spend¬ 
ing of their own choice. A few pro¬ 
vincial governments have the cour¬ 
age to let the people know what, 
various social plans are costing, and 
such rare government courage 
ought to be applauded. 

Business, too .is inclined to pay 
up for welfare costs, without tell¬ 
ing people about It. Businessmen 
ought to make it very clear that 
they pick up the check for a large 
portion of the handouts, and when 
business doesn’t make money, so¬ 
cial services are going to suffer. 

Socialists get away with the most 
ridiculous claims from time to time. 
They will talk about the success of 
some state-owned enterprise, nev¬ 
er once admitting that it had access 
to free capital, or that past fail¬ 
ures weren’t charged up against it. 

The New Party, financed by un¬ 
ion members who fail to ‘contract 
out’, will have a fortune at its dis¬ 
posal for propaganda purposes. The 
socialist war chest will be full to 
overflowing. With such funds, it 
would be foolish indeed to think 
that socialism is going to pass out 
of the picture in a hurry. 

The need to write about the dan¬ 
gers of socialism is, in my opinion, 
greater than ever. Socialists have 
attained influential positions in al¬ 
most every important organization 
in Canada, and they are thus able 
to wield power far in excess of their 
numbers.

"Don't Argue With 
Cops" 

The fellow was talking to his 
poolroom pals. Said he, “I have giv¬ 
en my daughter three don’t only. 
They are simple.” 

I listened. Here, I thought, will 
be the distilled wisdom of a father 
advising someone about whom he 
cares a great deal. Usually, the ad¬ 
vice parents give to children is 
pretty sound. 

The fellow enumerated his points 
by stabbing a finger into his palm. 
"First, I told her not to argue 
with her teacher. She did — and 
got tossed out of her biology class 
for Insubordination,” he said. "Sec¬ 
ond,” he said, "I told her never to 
argue back to her Ma. I have tried 
it myself and I know it doesn’t 
work.” 

It was his third ’don’t’ that amus¬ 
ed the spectators most and brought 
a good many emphatic nods of 
agreement. "Don’t argue with traf¬ 
fic cops!" he advised his daughter. 
“Even when you are right, you’re 
stuck.” 

I think it is probably wise not to 
argue with policemen, especially 
very young policemen. We are a na¬ 
tion with tremendous respect for 
the law, and we ought to be. There 
was a time when the uniform of the 
Mountie was about the only law in 
the wild and wicked west. A good 
deal of glamor sticks to the young 
men in Mountie uniforms today. 

There is no doubt a few of them 
abuse this prestige. They grow 
cocky. They make mistakes. Some 
of them love to drive their high- 
powered cars fa? too fast for safety. 
One admitted recently, before a 
magistrate, that he had driven his 
car at 60 miles per hour through a 
school zone in pursuit of an auto¬ 
mobile which, at that time, he was 
not certoln was speeding. It was 
altogether likely that he was act¬ 
ing more dangerously in his zeal 
than was the motorist he chased— 
for the motorist had slowed down 
to thirty to go by the school. 

Nevertheless, a magistrate feels 
Impelled to take the word of a con¬ 


stable over that of a citizen; or, 
indeed .over that of two citizens, 
however reputable they may be. 

Unfortunately, this sometimes 
leads to situations where people 
have more respect (or fear) for the 
Mountie than they have for the 
courts themselves, and thus plead 
guilty even when convinced of their 
own Innocence. 

So I say, "If you are right, argue 
with the cops. It won’t do you any 
good, perhaps, but it will do this 
country good. Unhealthy fear of a 
uniform, especially by an innocent 
person, is a bad omen for a nation. 
We don’t want any of it here in 
Canada where a man should be pre¬ 
sumed innocent until he is proven 
guilty!"

John O. Me Hugh’s description of May 34th Celebrations 
to Calgary’s First Chinatown about 1301. 


Behind their placid faces Alberta’s Chinese pioneers hid a fierce desire tchsucceed in this 
new land. They had come to Canada with little but hope—to work as lowest class laborers on rail¬ 
way construction crews or to toil in the British Columbia gold fields. By the turn of the century 
they had gained a place in Alberta’s economy as operators of restaurants and laundries. 

Always shunned, sometimes feared and often scorned, they had but one bridge to cross 
the chasm which separated them from Alberta's occidental population: extreme patriotism for 
Canada and a child-like love of demonstrating that loyalty with noisy, exuberant fireworks dis¬ 
plays on such occasions as the Queen’s birthday. 

It was enough: today Alberta’s Chinese are regarded as respected members of the com¬ 
munity, gifted in the art of cuisine, conscientious in matters of civic welfare-, and hospitable in 
sharing the Oriental glamour of the “Chinatowns"'with their white neighbors, f^e color woven
